Applicants traverse the rejection of claims 6 and 7 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Goto et al. (US 6,042,894) and the rejection of claims 1 and 3-10 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Yamazaki (US 4,696,764) and state 
that Goto and Yamazaki do not disclose how the first and second adhesive layers are 
oriented with respect to first and second terminals. Applicants further assert that Goto 
and Yamazaki do not disclose a boundary between the first and second adhesive layers 
as shown in Figures 8A and 8B. 

In response to Applicant's argument that the references fail to show the boundary 
between the first and second adhesive layers as shown in Figures 8A and 8B, the 
Examiner would like to point out that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., the 
boundary between the first and second adhesive layer) are not recited in the rejected 
claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from 
the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181 , 26 
USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). In the Interview conducted in July 13, Thomas Krul had 
indicated that amendments would be made to the claims to recite the preferred 
embodiments shown in Figures 8A and 8B. However, no such amendments have been 
presented. 

Accordingly, all rejections of record are maintained.
